Ludwig Von Beethoven, grea test of composers, would not 
ha ve been a grea t composer if he ha d not suffered from dea f­ 
ness. 
So sa ys a French student in a recent communica tion 
to the Pa ris Aca demy of Scientists. 
Beethoven, a ccording to the Frenchma n’s theory, wa s a ble 
to put together grea t ha rmonies beca use he could not hea r 
the noises of the outer world. 
The sounds tha t he hea rd 
were sounds within his own bra in; from them he got the ma ­ 
teria ls to ma ke music tha t the world will a lwa ys remember. 
Beethoven could not hea r the music tha t rea lly existed; 
he could only hea r the music tha t ought to exist. 
Tha t is the 
wa y it is with nuist of the men we honor highly. 
They de­ 
vote themselves to wha t ought to be ra ther tha n wha t is. 
To be sure, they a re usua lly ca lled “ impra ctica l idea lists” 
by their contempora ries. 
But tha t does not ma tter. 
Since 
the da ys of the Pha ra ohs, the world ha s followed meekly a t 
e lea ding strings of the impra ctica l idea lists; a nd it will 
iuinue to do so until it stops spinning. 
Wha t is a n idea list, a nywa y? 
He is a ma n who is out of 
i a t.mice with the existing order. 
Like Beethoven, his mind 
• tuned to communica tions tha t the rest of us ca nnot hea r, 
if, in a ddition to being a n idea list he is a ma n of force, this 
bea rs lruit, a nd he gives us a Fifth Symphony, a cure for 
some hitherto ba ffling pla gue, or 
h French revolution. 
An idea list is a ma n susta ined a nd ma de strong by a grea t 
inspira tion. 
And grea t inspira tions do not, ordina rily, come 
from the outer world. 
Tha t pa rt of life tha t we ca n see the 
na ked eye is not a lwa ys very inspiring; it is worth noting 
tha t the "rea lists” in the world of fiction 
the writers who 
boa st fondly tha t they "see life just a s it is” -a re the world’s 
profoundest pessimists. 
But the world within— a h, tha t is different. 
Anything ca n 
exist there; a nything, tha t 
is, tha t 
we individua lly a r c 
ca pa ble of conceiving. 
There we ca n see the world a s it 
ought to be; there, like Beethoven, we ca n hea r ha rmonies 
tha t should exist but do not. 
And, it we a re strong enough, 
we ca n help tra nsform these visiona ry sights a nd sounds into 
rea lities.

On the non-hairy p ortions of the 
body ,

cells

worn 
away , but on the scalp , if p rotected 
by hair, they must be remov ed 
by 
washing . 
For this p urp ose the best material 
to us is soft w ater and a non-rancid 
.soap hav ing an oil base 
that, 
will 
p roduce a 
g ood 
lather, 
and 
this 
should be used with friction to the 
scalp , using the fing ers or a brush of 
moderate stiffness. When the cleans­ 
ing p rocess has been finished, clean, 
soft water must be used until all the 
soap and waste material hav e been 
i emov ed. 
The ap p lication of oils, or adv er­ 
tised p rep arations for the p roduction

The term “dandruff”

result in baldness. 
This is markp d 
by 
the 
accumulation 
of 
whitish 
scales, or crusts, that thickly cov er 
the scalp and cling to the hair. Such 
a condition indicates need of the 
serv ices of a sp ecialist 
in skin

eases for its relief. 
The scalp should be cleansed when
